Palm Springs was the first city in the consumption of 
distilled and fermented beverages in Riverside county for 
the period between July 1, 1947, and December 31, 1947, 
according to announcement by the office of William G. 
Bonelli, fourth district member of the state board of 
equalization.

81,882.454.77 being distributed by 
the SBE as revenue from alco­ 
holic beverage licenses for the 
six-m onth 
period 
is 
83,781.25. 
Second in the county is Riverside 
with 83,345.00. The county as a 
whole received 820,847.38 w ith 
84,975.33 going to unincorporated 
areas. 
Dryest city in the county is 
Beaum ont 
w hich 
will 
receive 
8387.50. 
The distribution this time, Bon­ 
elli eaid, is of mixed nature as 
the change in m ethod of distri­ 
bution w ent into effect on Sept. 
19, last year. The state retains 
half of liquor fees collected as 
provided by th e old law from 


July 1 to Sept. 19. From Sept. 19 
to Dec. 31 the state retains none 
of the money, all of it going to 
counties and cities.

THE HOSPITAL ISSUE: There are a lot of fine people in Palm 
.Springs but the fact is that m any of them don’t get along any too 
well 1 he com m unity is beset with factional groups that ham per its 
developm ent and progress. This is generally true w ith m ost tow ns 
of this size-—but the very nature of the Village, together with its 
spectacular grow th, has only served to fan the flam e of dissension 
Almost every com m unity project is bitterly contested bv one faction 
or another. 
It is hoped by m any that the com m unity cun unite on the pro­ 
posal to form a Hospital D istrict which is now being placed before 
the people. Three years ago when the cam paign to build a com ­ 
m unity hospital w as conducted, the people lined up squarely behind 
it. 
Since then they have been about as united as th e "U nited’’ 
nations. The Palm Springs Com m unity Hospital has been th e scene 
of a pitched battle on one hand and an institution of m ercy on the 
other. All of which goes to show that Villagers w ill fight over 
anything. 


NOW, IT SEEMS, we have to start all over again. T he building 
fund of 8150,000. as it turned out, wouldn’t have built a large enough 
hospital, to take care of The Desert Sun staff w hen they’re all down 
w ith the flu at the same tim e. So th at was out of the question. 
Then after the w ar Torney Hospital was vacated and the prize com ­ 
m unity squabble was born. (That was m y baptism of fire.) Out of 
it so far we have had the use of one of the buildings as a tem porary 
hospital for one dollar a year. 
But now a new problem arises—two of them , as a m a tte r of fact: 
1) The hospital is having to be supported by popular subscription to 
the tune of about 825,000 a year to m ake up the inevitable deficit 
brought about by seasonal operation and having to serve those w ho 
cannot pay. 2) The possibility that the hospital m ay be forced out 
of its present quarters w hen the property is disposed of by the 
government. 


THE ANSWER, mem bers of the Com m unity H ospital board be­ 
lieve, is the form ation of a Hospital D istrict along m uch the sam e 
lines as the present School District. The hospital 
w ould then be 
operated by a board elected by the people (after the supervisors 
have appointed the first one), and its deficit would be b orn by the 
property owners of the district. There are other advantages—and 
perhaps a few draw backs—-but the form er seem to considerably o u t­ 
weigh the latter. More details concerning the plan w ill appear in 
subsequent issues of The D esert Sun. A m ap of the proposed district 
appears in this issue. 
If there are any sound argum ents aaginst the form ation of a 
hospital district, The Desert Sun w ould like to know about them . 
L et’s keep this one out in the open. C om plaints issued behind closed 
doors will not help nor greatly hinder—ju st cause bad feeling. 
Maybe everything’s going to be fine and dandy on th is proposal.

Poulsen Bill Hit 


By Villagers As

Legislation introduced in the 
house of representatives by Con­ 
gressman Poulson to divorce the 
Agua Caliente Band of Indians 
from federal supervision would, 
if enacted, create an autonomous 
government within the city lim­ 
its of Palm Springs. 
This is the opinion of Villag­ 
ers who have watched for many 
years legislative attempts by 
self-claimed friends of local In­ 
dians but who believe that the 
Poulson bill is more drastic than 
any ever introduced. 
THE BILL, introduced March 
30, provides for the creation of a 
California corporation which will 
control all property belonging to 
the local tribe. 
The bill would make the tribe 
an independent group and create 
a politiacl community occupying 
the Agua Caliente Indian Reser­ 
vation. In part the bill provides; 
“In addition to all powers vest­ 
ed in any Indian tribe or tribal 
council by existing law, the Tri­ 
bal Council of the Agua Caliente 
Band is authorized and empow­ 
ered to exercise the following 
powers: to preserve and maintain 
its tribal monuments, archives, 
village burial places, parks and 
its hot springs; to hold, man­ 
age, allot, lease, mortgage, sell 
and dispose of real and personal 
property of every kind and de­ 
scription.” 
THE POSSIBILITY of a gov­ 
ernment within a government is 
seen in the following provisions: 
“To administer its laws, prop­ 
erty and finances; to restate its 
laws, establish a civil court for 
1 its reservation, and revise its 
land records; to employ legal 
counsel, prosecute claims, create 
trust funds, negotiate with Fed­ 
eral. state and local governments 
and r e g u l a t e improvements, 
i buildings, highways, public serv- 
! ices and territorial annexations 
I and mergers, sanitary dwellings, 
hospitaliaztion. education and to 
enter into contracts without the 
approval of the Secretary of the 
Interior and Commissioner of In- 
1 dian Affairs.” 
COUNCILMAN Tom Kieley, 
j chairman of the city Committee 
on Indian Affairs, said that the 
Í municipality was not averse to 
giving the Indians the right to 
dispose of their lands and their 
! admission to the rights of full 
U. S. citizenship but the creation 
of a second governmental entity 
within the city limits of Palm 
Springs would be hotly contest­ 
ed.

Earl Coffman who has watched 
the Indian situation here for 
years was of the same opinion as 
Councilman Kieley, but was sure 
such a bill would never be pass­ 
ed by congress.
